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SURVEYOR'S  REPORT > i 

During  the  year  the  water  pumped  from 
the  Greenhottom  Pumping  Station  to  the 
Service  Reservoirs  again  shows  an  increase 
on  previous  years,  the  meters  on  the  rising 
main  having  recorded  15^378,123  gallons. 

This  figure  is  an  increase  of  million 
gallons  over  last  year,  and  an  increase  of 
3 million  gallons  over  the  pre-war  quantity. 
Just  over  2 million  gallons  of  this  quantity 
has  "been  supplied  to  the  Joys  Green  area  of 
West  Dean  Rural  District. 

The  numiber  of  meters  for  non-domestic 
and  trade  purposes  is  90,  - 30  of  this 
nimiber  being  supplies  to  dairy  farmers. 

Sewers  and  sewage  disposal.  The  sewage 
purification  works  at  East  Dean,  Mitcheldean 
and  Littledean  have  been  working  satisfac- 
torily, and  the  sev/ers  in  these ' districts 
have  been  maintained  very  well,  notwithstand- 
ing the  difficulties  experienced  by  the 
shortage  of  suitable  labour. 

Housing.  No  housing  by  private  exterprose 
has  been  carried  out  during  this  year. 

Canteens  have  been  erected  at  Eastern 
United  Colliery  for  the  benefit  of  the 
workers,  and  the  Gloucestershire  County 
Education  Committee  have  submitted  proposals
